We Wers encouraged to hear that the San Francisco Police 


-Department was planning to institute a bilingual dispatcher 


training program with federal Concentrated Employment and 
Training Act Public Service funds. However，recent indica- 
tions are that the Department is now reluctant to get the 
project going. 

According to a spokesperson for Chinese for Aftirmative 
Action, the dispatcher trainee program has not Teceived sup- 
port from the Department. Initially，eight Chinese-speaking 
and eight: Spanish-speaking trainees Were to be recruited 


-With the understanding that they were to receive six months 


training，to prepare them for the regular civil service dis- 
patcher test. To date，only two weeks of formal classroom 
training has been completed. And，currently，there are only 


three Chinese trainees in the program. 


Community persons feel that the bilingual dispatchers have 
been treated as a burden to the Police Department，and not 
as a means to expand police services to minority communi- 
ties. Instances have been reported where bilingual dispatch- 
ers recejiving calls from Chinese-speaking persons Were told 
by their supervisors that they were“not trying hard enough 
to handle the call in English… 

Such indications show a misuse of federal manpower funds 
by the Police Department， In fact，the Law 了 Enforcement 
Assistance Administration of the Department of Justice is 
currently reviewing the disparity of services to the non- 
English and limited-English population of San Francisco. 

In this city，at least one out of four residents do not have 
Ernglish as their primary language. Thus，immediate and 
effective _ implementation of the bilingual police dispatcher 
training program is of the utmost importance in serving non- 
English- and limited-English-speaking residents of our city. 

Therefore，we call upon the Police Department to review 
the bilingual police dispatcher training program， and to take 
the necessary steps to remedy itsjlls immediately.

The Prime Ministers of China and Thailand signec a joint 
communique yesterday，formally establishing diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. As in the joint communiques signed 
with other countries， China reiterated the five principles of mutual 


respect of Sovreignty and territorial integrity and non-interference 、 


in each others internal affairs. Thailand does not have the slightest 
worry for direct aggression from China. The Chinese Communist 
regime has a clean record in this respect， especially when compared 
to the 半生 汪 of the Soviet Union and lndia. However， 
Thailand is somewhat concerned about the possibility of indirect 


”interference in- Thailand's internal affairs. 。.， 


Chinese Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping's reply failed to make 
Mr Kukrit feel at easei it might even increase his worries. Teng 
declared that “China supports the just struggles of all oppressed 
nations and peoples.” The _ American forces now stationed in. 
Thailand are scheduled to complete withdrawl by March，1976. 
Thailand will then cease to be an oppressed nation; From the 
Chinese Communist point of view, the people of any country not 
having a Chinese Communist type regime are oppregsed people. 
These include the American people oppressed .by the capitalists， 
the Soviet people by the revisionist .clique and the workers and 
.peasants in Thailand by the Thai bourgeoisie. Communist insurgents 
are still activye in northern Thailand,， and from what Teng has Said 
one may presume that China has not undertaken to refrain from 
supporting Thai communists. 2 4 

In theory，China is in no position to promise any bourgeois 
government that she is not to'support the communist revolution. 
in another -Country-. The able and pragmatic leaders of Communist 
China，however，must have realized that giving support to Thai 
communists would do China more harm than good. The -Chinese 
must have learned from what happened in Vietnam fo “liberated7” 
Vietnam turned out to be a liability, instead of an asset; for China. 

We are quite sure that Thailand， once turned communist ， 


will follow the revisionist line， perhaps more revisionist than the 


Soviet Union: lt is'an affluent country with rice as its chief export， 
and the great majority of its people enjoy a good life. The Thais 
are a peaceful-people，somewhat misrepresented by Thai:boxing 
and the popular game of fish-fighting. They prefer a carefree and 
easy life, so dp the people of any other Southeast Asian countries. 
Communism cannot alter_ natural environments and traditions hand- 
ed down Since several thousand years ago. Thailand could turn' 
'communist and such possibility also exists in other Southeast Asian 
countries. But the carefree people fn these countries will certainly 
not choose the Chinese-type communism noted for its regimenta- 
tion, 的 ， 

If there was cnly ,one brand of communism in the world， 
the Chinese brand，people would have no choice but to follow 
the Chinese pattern. But there are other brands as well, including 
the ones being practised in the Soviet Union，Poland and North 
Vietnam. ln the. circumstances) it is more、 likely that the people 
wi 训 choose the' Soviet-type revisionist communism which is less 
painful， closer to capitalism and leaves room for personal enjoy- 
ment.

SANFRANCISCO 一 San Fran- 
cisco. mayoral candidate George 
Moscone promised at a July 14 
press conference sponsored by 
the Chinese American Democrat- 
ic Club that if elected, he would 
push for the implementation of 
full bjlingual city serVices. 

Moscone, a state senator，casti- 
gated the present administration 
for bragging about the ethnic 
cosmopojlitan diversity of this 
city, but doing very jlittle to meet 
the Social service needs of the 
limited- and non-English-speak- 
ing. 


Author of the recent compre- 
hensive bilingual bicultural edu- 
cation bill and acupuncture bills， 
Moscone vowed that he would 
forward abudgetto the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors to 
ensure affirmative action in hir- 
ing in every city department. He 
admitted that he would step on 
the toes of the affluent trade 
unions and the Hike. 

Asked about the lack of Chi- 
nese Americans in the Alioto ad- 
minjistration, he said his appoint- 
ments to the more than 40 city 
commissions and agencies would 


not be based on poljlitical contri- 
butions or affiliations, but on the 
ability of an individual to set re- 
Sponsive，sensitive policy for 
much-needed services.， He ridi- 
culed the appointment of a Chi- 
nese to the Parking Commission 
when in fact he said, there are 
many other commissions and 
agencies that need the :input of 
the Chinese. 

He promised he would return to 
the commanity for alist of Chi- 
nese American persons for ap- 
pointments.

non-white minority，0.6% .The 
total minority workers were 43%% 
or 507 persons out of 1,167.

Major papers were given to the 
full audience by Prof. Stanford 
Lyman on the Chinese Diaspora 
and Prof.， Lo Hsiang-lin 他 om 


on Yung Wing and the estabjlish- 
ment of the Chinese Republic， 
and the other on Liang Cheng， 
Chinese minister to the U.S. fom 
1903 to 1907. Other major speak- 
ers were politician Anna Chen- 
nault and Judge Harry Low. 

Mrs. Chennault urged Chinese 
to unify to be involved in politics 
andq to assert their strength. 


”However,,. she did mnot specify 


under what conditions.、Judge 
Low gave an account of the 
various ordinances and laws that 
had been discriminatory against 
the Chinese, and their effects-. 
BALL GAME 

The conference was billed as 
covering the time period 位 om 
1776 to 1960. After the keynote 
address，there was a question 
from the audience for the reason 
for the choice of the limiting 
dates. The chairman replied that 
it was felt that after 1960，be- 
cause of the change in immigra- 
tion laws,“it's a whole new ball 
.game” and that itis too early to 
make sound judgments_ concern- 
ing historical events happening 
during the more recent years. 
However，in spite of the period 
restrictions indicated in the ad- 
vance publicity，which probably 
helped to restrict the number of 
papers submitted，the Saturday 
sessions On the education panel 
were oli contemporary topics. 

SCALE 

Dr. John Lum，in a paper“Is 
Chinese-American History Liv-

Lum ” pointed out that all these 
have been done successfully by 
the Hawaii Chinese History Cen- 
ter in Honolulu. 

BILINGUAL 

In another paper on Saturday， 
Karl Li spoke on the Zax v. 
Wicjprols decision. He pointed out 
that in spite of the favorable court 
decision，much still has to be 
done to implement the decision， 
Because Asian proposals were 
wanting,，both quantitatively and 
quajlitatively, there had been few 
grants to the Asian community， 
which originally brought'the liti- 
gation to _ court. Unfortunately， 
the speaker did not explain the

gual education issue closely were 
in somewhat of a fog. 

Anna Wong, in the last presen- 
tation of the conference. showed 
two of the three filmstrips newly 
produced by the TACT-ESAA 
project as part of a curriculum kit 
for understanding Chinese Amer- 
icans. 

In a Friday evening banquet， 
Secretary of State March Fong 
Eu，in a speech to a crowd of 
about 250，announced that her 
office is planning to exhibit archi- 
val materials on the Chinese in 
Caljifornia next year，near Chi- 
Dese New Year， 

RANGE 
JIn general, the presentations at 
the conference varied in quality 
from excellent to mediocre，A 
complaint was voiced that not 


- enough time was allowed for 


comniments and criticisms: another 
comment was that the panel sub- 
jects appeared to lack central or 
unifying themes. The conference 
organizers were perhaps restrict- 
ed by the limited number of 
papers submitted. Shortcomings 
notwithstanding，the conference 
did bring together for the first 
time a great number of people 
doing research on the history of 
the Chinese in America and pro- 
vided a forum for many of their 
Works.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A hearing 
in Superior Judge Harry Low'?'s 
court has' removed a historical 
stigma that dates back to 1905 


When the city's chief of police 


was fired after being charged 
with“JIncompetency and Neglect 
of Duty”in an investigation of 
Chinatown gambling. 

Chief George W.， Wittman 
served ip an era of widespread 
gambling and payoffs，and his 
March 24，1i905 dismissal was 
due to a Police Commission ver- 
dict that during a specific three- 
week period“a proper effort was 
not, made by Chief Wittman to 
SUuppress open and notorious 
gambling.” 

Recent discovery of two vol- 
umes of police department per- 
Sonnel records dating back to 
1853 brought the issue up again， 
though，as the firing of Chief 
Wittman was noted only by a 
single line in red ink and with no 
explanation. Furthermore，addi- 
tional research proved that he 


Was in no way directly connected 


with the extortion of money from 
Chinatown gamblers, which final- 
]y prompted the historians to 
contend that the firing was unjust 
andthe punishment excessive. 

In order to clear this historical 
injustice，Judge Low's _ court 
handed down a ruling which 
clears the record in the perma- 
nent City archives. At the July 9 
mock trial，Supervisor Quentin 
及 opp, City Librarian Kevin Starr， 
City Archivist Gladys Hansen， 
and former Chief of Police Al Nel- 
der were among a group who 
testified to determine Chief Witt- 
man's fate. -

“Galloping Horse Stepping on 
a 9wallow” is an Eastern Han 
Dynasty (25-200 A.D.) bronze 
sculpture. The original is now 
being exhibited in the United 
States. This is an archaeological 
item often reported on by news 
media of the world since 让 was 
unearthed during the _ Cultural 
Revolution in China, 了 

Tsawitthe firsttime in 1972. In 
1973，a friend of mine who had 
returned from London showed 
Ime acopy of the 了 Exhibition cata- 
log. Again I saw photos. of this 
sculpture. I went to Peking the 
summer of 1974. In the Palaca 
Museum，I saw a duplicate on 
exhibit (the original was being 
exhibited overseas). Reports and 
articles about this sculpture. are 
full of praises. They point out its 
lively shape, beautiful lines, clas- 
Sical colors，but neglect some 
of the more outstanding features. 
I would like to share some of my 
observations here. 

HEIGHT 

The Chinese bronze reached its 
height during the Yin and Chou 
dynasties. There were motifs of 
dragon, tiger and phoenix on the- 
bronzes. However，all of these 
animals were attached to the 
bronze wares' And a great major- 
ity were passive figures， Later， 
during the T'ang dynasty (618- 
907 A.D.)，three-dimensional 
sculptures such as the horses and 
grooms were figures with alltheir 
feet on the ground. They were | 
well-balanced works. Many items 
unearthed at the same time with 
the Galloping Horse were all 
passive figures. Thus，from the 
Viewpoint of looking at a sculp- 
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Bronze galloping horse from an Eastern Han Tomb in Wuwei， Kansu Provinct

ture which is full of action， it is 
worthy of our attention . 

Lt is indeed a much more diffti-'; 
cult task to sculpt a three-dimen- 
sional horse. People had greatly 
acclaimed the bas-relief of the 
lively looking horses of the Han 
dynasty. Lis no wonder that they 
consider the three-dimensional 
Galloping 开 orse as a“great leap 
forward”from previously discov- 
ered items. 

We have only discovered one 
galloping horse， From its scar- 
city， I guess that the craftsmen 
wanted to show of 侍 their skills.

But how did they accept this 
challenge? 
CLEVER 

玫 was not easy to shape a gal- 
loping horse which had a heavy 
body and relatively small legs, 
了 oOowever, they came up with an 
extremely clever solution， First， 
they must decide on how to sup- 
port, and then how to balance the 
object. There was no beauty ner 
meaning in using a plain block of 
copper as the foundation. Clever- 
]y, they thought of using a quick 
and nimble swallow. If a horse 
could match the speed of a 
SwWallow, that's fast. 

However, it is not very pretty to 
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see 8a frightened swallow being 
trampled on by a horse. A fright- 
ened and shrunken bird cannot 
Support a much heavier horse. 
Therefore, the craftsmen turned 
the swallow around: facing the 
Sky，stretching the wings to sup- 
Bort the horse.， This brought 
balance. I can imagine that they 
hadq probably tried to _ use the 
forelegs of the horse to step on 
the bird. But 过 would be un- 
natural as well as hardto balance. 
They used their usual skill in 
shaping the mouth，ear and tail， 
andtilted the head ofthe horse to 
the left， An art obiect of a 
4 wonderful mood was thus born , 


Actually，from the scientific 
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Viewpoint，a galloping horse 
should leave the ground even 
higher. But this was exactly what 
the craftsmen tried to avoid in 
their appreciation of beauty. 

Why would Isay this? 
-Because Ithink that they knew 
this principle well. They purpose- 
]y discarded it to create a better 
balance and form. 

From Han stone bas-rejliefs,， we 
can see that their sense of obser- 
vation was Very keen and accu- 
rate. Before photography，the 
European artists would draw a 
galloping horse with two forelegs 
in front and two hind legs im 
back. Later, the Europeans found 、 
from slow-motion films that the 
movement of the legs was not as 
Simple as that, The flying horse 
of 了 Eastern Han，long before the 
invention of photography，had， 
presented a more truthful picture 
of the leg movement than the 
19th century impressionists .. 

This is extremely admirable. 


Poft+ery 
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Hsinhua， which has usualy 
treated the first news of archaeo- 
logical discoveries with reserve， 
says that “in size，number and 
quality these works of art are rare， 
among the archaeological finds in 
any part ofthe world.” 

The report estimates that the 
three-acre pit, discovered in Lin- 
tung County of Shensi Province， 
contains 6,000 warrior 全 gures. 
The site, near Sian, capital of the 
Chin dynasty in the third century 
B.C.，was found by commune 
peasants who were digging wells. 

The excavators have so far un- 
earthed almost 10,000 rejlics，in- 
cluding iron farm implements， 
objects of gold，jade and bone， 
and linen and silk fabrics. 

CONDITION 

Although the report does not 
state the condition of the pottery 
figures,，every indication is-that 让 
they are not intact，they are .ip 
good condition . 

The report describes five pas- 
Sageways leading to _ what was 
once an underground structure、 
paved with bricks. 

The figures were probably con- 
structed at the behest of Chin 
Shih-Huang，founding emperor 
of the Chin dynasty，who reigned 
from 221to 207 B.C. 

FIGURE 

The emperor，whose tomb is 
nearby, is viewed now as a great 
historical figure who unified 
China, in the process transform- 
ing 让 from 'a slave to a feudal 
SOCiety. 

“This battle array of brave 
Warriors andmettlesome horses,2 
the Hsinhua report says,“recre- 
ates the sublime scene of Chin 
Shi-Huang fighting across_ the 
country to wipe out the forces of 
slave owners and unify China as a 
Whole.”

Taiwan was formerly under 
Japanese occupation and rule， 
while Singapore was a former 
British crown colony directly 
under Whitehall. It is generally 
conceded that peoples in these 
two places are enjoying Unprece- 
dented peace and prosperity. : 

COPYING 

The administration -in Singa- 
pore was thoroughjly studied with 
a _ View to copying as .mtch as. 
pessible by the local governor Sir 
Murray MaCjlehose, who has just 
completed a visit to Singapore as 
aguest of Premier Lee. 

了 ong 玉 ong was given world- 
wide news coverage for its noto- 
rious Corruption among civil serv- 
ants, ,particularly police officers， 
and for the fast climb in violence 
and homicide There are few 
cases of corruption in Taiwan and 
Singapore where criminals are 
Severely dealt with . 

Police corruption is almost a 
daily occurrence in Hong 玉 ong. 
The latest case involves a high- 
rankingi woman officer，Super- 
intendent Helen Lui Che-ying， 
35. The charge against Liu is that 
she had money and other hold- 
ings. disproportionate to her offi- 
cial income on June 4,， 1973. She 
had been under investigation for 
Over two years.
